God, — and had the Holy Spirit com- 


municated to you, for a Principle of a 


new and ſpiritual Life; in order to 


awaken you, and to direct and aſſiſt 


that natural Reaſon, with which God 


has enducd all Mankind. 

But foraſmuch as you have done 
many Things contrary to the Promiſe 
made in your Name, when you were 
baptized, — and will ſtand in need of 
greater Degrees of Graceand Aſſiſtance, 
to enable you to xreſiſt the Temptations 


of the World, the Fleſh, and the Devil, 


and to do your Duty in that State of 
Life, unto which the Providence of 


God ſhall call you: — You are there- 


fore now called upon to be Partaker of 


the other Sacrament, — That of the 
LorD's SUPPER; by which, upon your 
ſincere Repentance, you may obtain 


the Pardon of all your paſt Sins, and 
ſuch 
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ſuch other Graces as you ſtand in need

Take care therefore, that you under- 


ſtand what you are called to, as well as

For if you go to the Lord s Supper 


without conſidering the Reaſon of that 
Ordinance, and the very great Concern 
you have in it, without ſeeing the 


Neceſſity and Bleſſing of a Redeemer, 
you will g go with Indifference, and re- 
turn without ſuch Benefit as you might 


otherwiſe hope for. 


To prevent this, you mould ſriontly 


_ conſider what Account the Holy Scrip- 


tures have given us of the Condition 
We are in, "both with reſpect to this 


Lite, and the Life which is to come. 


That is,. That we are by Nature 


Sinners; and that, as ſuch, God cannot 


take Pleaſure in us 4 that if we 
die, before we are reſtored to his Fa- 


vour, we ſhall be ſeparated from Him, 
and miſerable for ever.

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This will lead you to inquire, how 
the Nature of Man came to be thus 
diſordered, and prone to Evil; for you 
muſt not imagine, that God, who is 
infinitely good, created Man in ſuch a 
State of Corruption, as you now ſc 


and feet him bo WH but that he muſt 


| Hare al u into this wretched Condition, 


ſince he came out of the Hands of his 


Creator. 


And ſo the Scripture informs us. — 
Jn the third Chapter of Gene/ts, we. 


have this following Account, of the 
State of Man, Before, and After the 
Fam: 


That Adam and Eve, from when 
ſprang all Mankind, were created in 
the Image of God ; that is, holy and 
Innocent, having 4 perfect y edge 
of their Duty, a Command of their 
all and Afettions, and a Power, 
through the Grace of God, to do what 
they ſaw fit to be done. 

In this Condition they were placed 
in Paradiſe, iu a State of Trial, with 
a Promiſe of immortal Life and Hap- 


pines, if they ſnould continue to Fear, 


| as wal > v9 | onal 


ar, i 
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to Love, to Honour and Obey theit 


_ Creator; as alfo with an expreſs Warn- 
ing of the dreadful Contequence ot 


their Diſobedience. 
Notwithſtanding which Warning, 
they, through the Termpration of the 


Devil, tranigreſſed the Commands of 


God; and by doing fo, they did not 
only forfeit all Righr to the Promiſe of 


eternal Life and "Happin cls, but alſo 


contracted ſuch a Blindneſs in the Nu 


derſtanding, fach a Dijorder in their 


Mill and Affections, as all their Poſte- 
rity feel to their Sorrow; and became 


ſubject to Sin, and the Puniſhment of 
Sin, which is Miſery and Death. 


Concerning the Nature and Great- 


neſs of this Sin, we are to judge of it 


by the 3 of the Pani! nent in⸗ 
flicted upon them and their Poſterity: 
— For God, being infinitely Fult and 
Holy, could not inflitft a Puniſhment 
greater than their Sin deſerved. 
Now this was the Occaſion of that 
- univerſal Corru'tion and Wickedneſs, 
:which you ſec and hear of in the Wor! d, 
and which you cannot but, in ſome 


mea! ure, 
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meaſure, feel in your own Nature. 


For, as the Scripture informs us, Gen. 


v. 3. Adam begat his Children in his 
OWN Likeneſs; that is, with ſuch a 
depraved Nature as his was then be- 


come. 

And now conſider into What a ſad 
Condition theſe unhappy Offenders had 
brought themſelves, and remember that 


this is your own Condition, and the 
Condition of all their Poſterity. 
The Law of Nature and Reaſon was 
ſtill in Force, and could not poſſibly be 
diipcnſcd with. —At the fame time 
they found by ſad Experience, That, as 
St. Paul deſcribes the faln State of 
Man, there was a Law in their Mem- 


bers warring againſt the Law of their 
Mind; fo that the Good which they 


would, they did not; but the Evil 


that they would not, that they aid, 


Rom. vii. 

There could not ſure be a Condition 
more deplorable than this: To live 
only to contract evil Habits; and by 
doing ſo. Jo increaſe their Guilt, ---- 
To diſpleaſe their Creator, — and, To 
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leave an Off. ſpring as miſerable as 
themſelves. 


This therefore gave 58 8 to God 


to manifeſt another of his moſt glorious 
Perfections, that is, his infinite Good- 
neſs and Mercy. 


For God foreſecing this lamentable 


Condition into which they had faln by 
departing from their Obedience, his 
| Goodneſs had provided ſuch a Remedy, 


as that neither they, nor any of ther 


Poſterity, ſhould, on account of ther 


Fall, be eternally miſerable, Except 


through their own Faalt. 


He, therefore, in Conſideration of a 


A Redeemer, one of the Secd of the Wo- 
man, Who ſhould make full Satisfac- 


tion to the Divine Juſtice for their 
Tranſgreſſion, and who ſhould bruz/e 
the Head, or break the Power, of that 
Serpent, (the Devil) which tempted 
them to Sin; ——In Conſideration of 
this promiſed Sced, God entered into a 
New Covenant with them, by way of 
Remedy, for what was paſt, and could 
not be undone, 


B 4. We 
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We have Reaſon to believe, that this 
New Covenant was more fully ex- 


plained to Adam, than is ſet down in 


this ſhort Account given us by AMojes, 


and as it is more fally explained in the 


Goſpel; and which was to this Pur- 


poſe: —— That on Condition of their 
encere Repentance, and ſmcere Obe- 


dence afterwards, they ſhould be re- 
 [fored to the Favour of God; and af. 


ter Death, to that Life and Happi- 


refs, cwhich in their State of Inno- 
cence was promiſed to them without 


taſting of Death; which Favour they 


had forfeited by their Diſobedicnce. 
And when we conſider, that our fir/f 
Parents now become Sinners, ſtood 


in necd of an Atonement, without 
which, while under the Diſpleaſure of 


God, their very Lives muſt be a Bur- 
den; and it being decrecd by God, as 


it after ward appeared, that without 


ſnedding of Blood there was to be no 
Remiſjion of din; i. e. without the 
Death of the Sinner, or ſome one in 
his ſtcad: We do therefore conclude, 
that, at this time, God did appoint 

Sacrt- 
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Sacrifices, or Sin-offcrings, to make an 
Atonement for the Soul, and to fore- 


ſhew the Sacrifice of Jeſus Chriſt, 


(which we now commemorate) until 

he ſhould be offered in behalf of them 

and all their Poſterity . 5 
And this appears from what follows 


in the next Chapter of Geneſzs, where 


we find Abel, by Faith, (that is, believ- 


ing and depending upon this Ordinance 
of God, for the Remiſſion of Sins, 


until the promiſed Redeemer ſhould 


come; we find him) offering 4 Sacr:- 
fice which was acceptable to God, that 


is, 4 Sn-offering, which his Brother 
not doing, was rejected. | = 
But here take notice and remember, 


that theſc Sacrifices could not take 
away Sin, but only through Obedience 


to the Ordinance of God, and through 
Faith in the promiſed Seed. 
They were indeed very inſtructive 


and proper to lead Sinners to Repen- 


tance, and Amendment of Lite, wacn 


they ſaw, that their Sins could not be 
forgiven, but by the Death of an in- 
mocent Creature, bleeding and dying

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before their Eyes, to make an Aton:. 
ment for their Sin. 

And as all good Men, before the 
| Coming of Chriſt, did moſt religiouſly 
keep up the Remembrance of the pro- 
miſed Seed, and obtained the Pardon 
of their Sins, and Acceptance wich 
God, pon offeri rg Sacrifices througi 
Faith in a Redeemer which was ts 


come ; — So all Chriſtians, ſince the 
Coming of that Redeemer, are obliged, 


as they "hope for Pardon, and Favou: 
from God, to keep up the Remem: 
brance of God's great Mercy, in ſend- 
ing us a Redeemer, and of what that 
Redeemer has done to ſave us; and 


this in the manner which He himſelt 


hath ordained. 
Now that you may be more ſenſible 
of, and thankful to God for this his in- 
finite loving Kindneſs, and that you 
may be fully convinced of the Necet- 
fity and Bleſſing of a Redeemer, you 
_ ought to know and conf der, that our 
Saviour and Redeemer came not, until

the Spirits of all who fear'd him, and 


Were in Fear for themſelves, until the 


Fulneſs of the Time for his Appearance 


ſhould come. 
And now this Promiſed Redeemer 


being come, He firſt ſhew'd by his own _ 


Example, recorded i in the Goſpel, how 


Men muſt live, ſo as to pleaſe God. 
And the Law of Nature, as well as the 


Law of Moſes, having thro' Sin been 
much obſcured and perverted, he ex- 
plained them, and gave us ſuch other 
Laws and Rules, as were abſolutely 
neceſſary to mend our Nature, — 


to reſtore us to the Image of God. 
to keep us from Backſliding, and to 
fit us for Heaven and Happineſs. 


And becauſe in the Decrees of God, 


as was before obſerved, Mithout ed. 


ding of Blood, there could be no Re- 
miſſion of din; and it being impoſſible 

that the Blood or Life of any other 
Creature, or of any mortal Man, could 
take away the Guilt and Puniſhment 
due to Sin; N our gracious God, both 


to give to Mankind the greateſt Token 


of his Love, and at the ſame time, to 
he 


ſew how great his Hatred to Sin is, 
by the Greatneſs of the Punithment + 
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required, He ſent his on Som to be 


the Propitiation for our Sins; that is, 

to make Satisfaction to his Juſtice, and 

to take off the juſt Diſpleaſure Which 
hsc had declared againſt Sinners. 


And his SoN (bleſſed for ever be 
his Goodneſs!) knowing how dread- 
fully ſad the Condition would be of al! 


ſuch, who ſnould live and dic under 


the Diſpleaſure of God, and what un- 
conceivable Happineſs they would de- 


priv themſelves of, He therefore, 


moved with Compaſſion for ſo great 
a Calamity, undertook to obtain their 


Pardon. 


In order to his: he cloathed himſelf 


with our Fleſh, that as Man, He might 


ſuffer what our Sins had deſerved, and, 
as He was the Son of God, He might 
make a full and ſuitable Satisfaction 


to the Divine Juſtice, offering himſelf 


a Sacrifice for the Sins of the whole 
World: And for the Joy of delivering 
ſo many Millions of Souls from Mi- 
"nd he endured he Death of the 
1 Croſs, c 
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Croſs, and all the Afflictions leading 
to it, which we find recorded in the 
Gofpel. 

And by this worthy Sacrifice, all 
Mankind are reſtored to the Fayour of 


God, and put into a Way and State of 


Salvation; God having for his Son's 
ſake promiſed to pardon all ſuch as 
ſhall repent, and forſake their Sins, 


and bring forth Fruits meet for Re- 


pentancez-— As allo to give his Holy 
Spirit to all ſuch as ſhall ſincerely dc- 
fire him; And laſtly, to make them 
_ eternally happy after Death, if during 
this ſhort State of Trial, which is de- 
ſigned to mend our corrupt and diſ- 


ordered Nature, they endeavoured to 


obſerve the Rules which he has given 
them, and which are abſolutely neceſ- 


ſary to make them capable of Heaven 


and Happineſs. 


Stop here a while,. — and adore the 
infinite Goodneſs of God, who did not 
overlook loſt Mankind, but ſent his 
Son to redeem us. 
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| He might in ſtri& Juſtice have re- 


quired Men to have lived up to the 


Law of Nature and Reaſon given in 
the State of Innocence, on pain of be- 


ing for cycr ſeparated from his Pre- 
ſence: But inſtead of that, He has been 


graciouſly pleaſed to accept of our ſin- 
cere, tho imperfe& Obedience, and of 


our ſincere Repentance, when we have 
done amiſs, and return to our Duty. 


Conſider this ſeriouſly : —And you 
cannot but expreſs your Thankfulneſs 
after ſome fuch manner as this.
